10. 1 verily believe U.S. Patent No. 6.357,193 to be wholly or partly defective by reason of a 
defective specification. In one instance of a defective specification, claim 2, before being 
amended, recited "the second ply includes a multiplicity of cross plies extending between 
the first plies," 

L Claim 1, from which claim 2 directly depends, recites "a generally planar 
first ply and a second ply," 

y ii. Hence, claim 2 is- indefinite because h is impossible for a multipbeity of 

cross plies to extend between a single first ply, as recited in claim 1. 

ll.Irurtter and verily believe U.S. PatentNo. 6,357,193 to be wholly or partly inoperative 
by reason of the patentee claiming more or less than the patentee had a right to claim in 
the patent 

a. In one instance of claiming more or less than the patentee had a right to claim in 
the patent, the material of which first and second ply comprise is not provided. 

b. In another instance of claiming more or less than the patentee had a right to claim 
in the patent, the orientation of the cross portions with respect to the first ply are 
notrecited
